~Another successful year way 
announced today by Charles V.

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That the poultry rancher who 
fails to raise honey as a side line 
is ooverlooking a “good bet” and 
that bees are of incalculable value 
in the production of oranges, par- 
ticularly Valencias, were among 
the outstanding points made by 
Wm. Atchley, prominent Upland 
bee man, in a talk yesterday af- 
ternoon before members of the 
Ontario Realty Board at their 
weekly luncheon meeting at the 
Hotpoint Club. 

The speaker held that there are 
probably no two lines of farming 
which can be better combined 
than the raising of poultry and 
bees, pointing out that bees prob- 
ably bring a bigger return for 
less outlay than any other line of 
ranching. He pointed out that 
the present market value of a 
colony of bees was $15, and that 
the average production per colony 
was 71 pounds of honey a year 
with a market value of 12° cents 
a pound. 

He further declared bees to be 
of the greatest value in bringing 
about the proper polinization of 
oranges, particularly Valencias, a 
necessity in the production of a 
normal crop, and urged Yalencia 
growers to install a few colonies 
in their groves and note the im- 
proved results. : 

The speaker reported that the 
honey production of the United 
States amounted to $25,000,000 an- 
nually and that one-tenth of that 
amount was produced in Cali- 
fornia. He stated that there are 
now some 50,000 colonies of bees 
in San Bernardino County with 
an average annual production of 
$2,250,000 worth of honey. One 
man can satisfactorily care for 
200 colonies of bees, according to 
Mr. Atchley. He declared Cali- 
fornia the best state in the Union 
for honey production, since the 
bees are able to work the year 
around with one flower or an- 
other.

DR. FREEMAN GIVES 
AN ADDRESS HERE 


That the Chinese race probably 
possesses greater powers to ab- 
sorb peoples of other nationalities 
than any other nation and that 
from a “yellow peril” point of 
view they are more greatly to be 
feared than the Japanese, were 
among the outstanding assertions 
of Dr. Luther Freeman of Pomona 
in an address Saturday afternoon 
at Chaffey High School before 55 
members of the American Associa- 
tion of University Women, Po- 
mona Valley Branch. 

Dr. Freeman’s talk dealt with 
present-<iay conditions in China. 
He but recently returned from a 
two-year stay in the Orient, where 
he was engaged in the establish- 
ment of a church in Shanghai. 

Referring to the powers of the 
Chinese to assimilate peoples of 
other races, the speaker told of 
a large expedition of Jews having 
gone to China some years ago 
and declared that today not a 
Jew is to be found, they all hav- 
ing become Chinamen. 

Dr. Freeman gave his hearers a 
clear conception of the Chinese 
character and Chinese character- 
istics. .He declared them very 
human and referred t> the mar- 
velous rapidity with which the 
race multiplies, of. their ability 
to live on very little and of their 
tremendous intellectual powers. 

The speaker told of the great 
tolerance of the Chinaman, of his 
desire to get away from sect and 
credd and his belief that he may 
study the Christian, Buddist, Mo- 
hammedan and other religions and 
take what is best in all.

MAN WHO DECIDED MAIN 
ISSUE IN FEE CASE 
IN CONFERENCE 


Examining Blood Stains Will 
Be His Main Work. J. Clark 
Sellers Confers With County 
Authorities ; 


J. Clarke Sellers, criminologist, 
whose decision that William R, 
Fee, Alhambra bank president, 
came to his death as the result of 
a heart attack brought on when 
he saw his sweetheart, Miss Mary 
Watkins, in the company of & 
younger man, brought the’ investi- 
gation of the banker’s death to a 
close, has entered the investiga- 
tion of the murder of James Winn, 
San Bernardino taxicab driver, it 
became known yesterday. 

Sellers was in San Bernardino 
Sunday and Monday, and was mak- 
ing a close inspection of clothing 
which is known to figure in the 
Winn death investigation. Sellerg 
volunteered no information as to 
what angle of the Winn murder 
he was following. 

Likely To Be Engaged 

When asked if Sellers had been 
hired by San Bernardino County 
to assist in the investigation of 
the Winn murder, for which one 
man—Harry O. Baker—is already 
held, while a search is being con- 
ducted for Harry Kirk, “a second 
suspect, District Attorney George 
H. Jonnson stated that Sellers had 
not been hired but there was a 
possibility that he would be re- 
tained to probe angles of the Winn 
case. Sellers had not been re 
tained at that time, the district 
attorney declared. 

This morning Sellers was giving 
close attention to articles of cloth- 
ing taken from a suit case which 
is understood to have been taken 
from a room in a San Diego lodg- 
ing house where Baker admitted 
he and Kirk spent a night follow: 
ing their flight from San Bernare 
dino. The clothes were left at the 
lodging house when Baker and 
Kirk left the place. 

Whether Sellers will question 
Baker is not known at this time. 
Baker was returned to San Ber 
nardino Friday night after he had 
been taken to San Diego by Sher 
iff W. A. Shay, Deputy Sheriff 
Ernest Leffen, District Attorney G. 
H. Johnson and Deputy District 
Attorney C. O. Thompson. Since 
the return he has been held in his 
cell in the county jail without fur 
ther questioning. 

Hunt For Bloodstains 

The part Sellers will play in the 
investigation is presumed to deter- 
mine whether any of the clothing 
taken from the suit case discloses 
blood marks. The clothing is sup- 
posed to belong to Baker or Kirk. 
There may be blood marks on the 
clothing which would be too small 
to be seen by the human eye, but 
which, under the powerful glass of 
the criminologist, might show up. 

Sellers was a prominent figure 
in the closing days of the Fee 
death investigation. In his final 
report to the authorities he ex- 
plained, in a lengthy written and 
oral review of the Fee case, why 
he believed Fee was not slain but 
came to his death from natural 
causes. 

The decision of the criminologist 
was apparently accepted for the 
investigation of Fee's death came 
to a halt. Some authorities dis- 
agreed on accepting the decision 
but with the natural death theory 
entering the case it was admitted 
that it would be difficult to secure 
a conviction on murder even in the 
event anybody was suspected of 
the crime. The decision seeme1l 
to bring the Fee case to a close 
so far as the investigation of 2 
murder angle was concerned.

Liberating firebugs imperils lives and financial interests 
of property owners, whose insurance rates are higher on ac- 
count of leniency to confessed criminals. 

Such a phony sentence as ordering two confessed erimi- 
nals to the penitentiary for eight years each and immedi- 

ately paroling them brings our courts into warked disre- 
spect.—Industrial News.

income tax questions answered 
By REX B. GOODCELL 
Collector of Internal Revenue 


I am a single man and earned 
in wages $1,000 during 1924. Do 
I have to file a return and what 
form must I use? 

You must file, using Form 1040- 
A, although you have no tax to 
pay. 





I am a married man and have 
two dependent children. My sal- 
ary in 1924 was $2,400 and my 
only other income. was $110, in- 
terest received from a note. My 
real estate taxes were $90. Must 
I file a return? 

You will not have to file a re- 
turn, because your net income 
was less than $3,500. 





I am a stenographer, unmar- 
ried. My salary was $1700 and | 
received rents on properties I 
own amounting to $1100. In com- 
puting my tax am I entitled to 
the 25 per cent credit for earned 
income on both the $1700 salary 
and the $1100 in rents or only on 
the salary? 

You are entitled to the 25 per 
cent credit on your entire income, 
as all income up to $5,000 is con- 
sidered earned income. You must 
file on Form 1040, however. 





Part of my income is from sal- 
ary and about $2,000 of it from 
rents. What form must I use? 

You must use Form 1040. Form 
1040-A is used for earned net in- 


‘comes of not more than $5,000, de- 


rived principally from salaries 
and wages, } and Form 1040 for net 
income of more than $5,000 or net 
incomes, regardless of amount, 
derived from a profession or busi- 
ness, including farming. Where 
income from rents or royalties is 
received Form 1040 must be used. 





My net income was $2,500. I 
am married and living with my 
wife. Must I file? 

You must file. All married 
couples living together must file 
return if their net income was 
$2,500 or more. Your return, how- 
ever, will be non-taxable. 

During 1924 1 earned $1600 in 
wages. Aim single. My union 
dues were $60. What is my tax? 

Use Form 1040-A. $1600° less 
$60—$1,540 net income. Deduct 
$1,000 personal exemption, leav- 
ing amount taxable $540. Tax at 
2 per cent on $540—$10.80. On 
this $10.80 you may deduct 25 
per cent on account of earned in- 
come—$2.70, leaving a tax due of 
$8.10. 








When must I file my return? 

Do it today. Hundreds of tax- 
payers who do not understand the 
income laws are failing to take 
advantage of the 25 per cent re 
duction on earned income. Call 
at the revenue office at once and 
let a deputy assist you in prepar- 
ing your return. During the Feb- 
ruary and March rush it will be 
almost impossible to furnish in- 
dividual service to taxpayers. File 
during January.

A new and improved glass 
orange and lemon reamer (juice 
extractor-, designed by William M. 
Bristol, orange grower of High- 
land, San Bernardino County, and 


approved and sponsored by the 
California Fruit Growers’ Ex- 
change and bearing as its name 
the exchange’s copyrighted trade- 
mark, “Sunkist,” is to be manu- 
factured by the Sunset Glass Com- 
pany at its new factory on Good- 
win Avenue, near Griffith Park, 
Los Angeles. 


It was Mr. Bristol’s suggestion 
that the exchange, eight years 
ago, put on the market the first 
glass extractor of a size suitable 
for oranges. It was designed and 
made by an eastern manufacturer, 
and, in spite of its inefficiency, 
reached a sale of half a million. 
Odd as it may seem after all these 
years—the first glass reamer went 
on the market nearly 50. years 
ago—Mr, Bristol has incorporated 
five distinct improvements in his 
new design. E 

The most important of these im- 
provements is in the corrugated 
cone, which, because of a new 
method of manufacture, is sharper 
and much more efficient than any 
before made. ‘The second improve- 
ment, is in the depth and conse- 
quent holding capacity of the 
basin surrounding the cone. With 
no increase in size or weight the 
new device holds nearly three 
times as much juice as did the old 
one. Another improvement which 
will be greatly appreciated by all 
users is the elimination of the 
square corners at the base of the 
grooves on the cone, which were

Yes. But if rents enter into

You are en- 
titled to a personal exemption of 
$2,500 as the head of a household 
and $400 for a dependent, your 
mother, but you must. include in 
your return the $300 income your 
mother received, if you claim the 
$400 exemption on her account,

First $4,000 at 2 per 
cent, $80; next $3,500 at 4 per 
cent, $140, a total tax of $220. 
Your earned income was $7,000 
less personal exemption of $2,500, 
| s,000, of which amount $4,000 at

per cent is $20, a total of $100. 
Your 25 per cent earned income 
deduction on this $100 is $25. 
Subtract this $25 from your net 
‘income tax of $220, which gives

Probable changes in the 
state laws which will have a 
direet bearing on the agricul- 
tural interests the state wili be 
discussed this week by the gen- 
eral legislative committee of 
the state department of agri- 
culture. Horticultural Com- 
missioner J. P. Coy ieft yes- 
terday afternoon for the north 
to.attend the conference. He 
was accompanied by represent- 
atives of the table grape inter- 
ests of San Bernarrdino Coun- 
tywho plan to fight proposed 


ment laws on grape shipments. 
These representatives are: J. 
C. Jones of Etiwanda, H. H. 
‘Thomas of Cucamonga. and R. 
B, Peters of the San Bernar- 
dino County Farm Bureau. 

The grape interests of San 
Joaquin Valley are attempting 
to have the sugar requirements 
on table grapes changed from 
17 per cent to 19 per cent. This 
change would prove a severe 
hardship on the table grape in- 
terests of San Bernardino 
County as well as on other 
grape-growing counties of Sou- 
thern California, especially Im- 
perial County, and interests 
from that county are also in 
Sacramento planning a fight 
on the proposed change. 

In San Bernardino County 
the change in sugar require- 
ments would cause a loss of 
thousands of dollars, it is de- 
elared. It would delay the 
picking and such a delay 
would cause a short picking 
séason and force the growers 
to hurry their harvest. It 
would bring dangers of a pos- 
sible car and labor shortage 
and the grapes would face pos- 
gible damage by rains, the 
growers declare. 

While severe hardships 
would be worked on the grape 
interests of San Bernardino 
County, should the measure 
pass, Imperial Cunty grape in- 
terests declare it would prac- 
tically mean the end of the

grape industry in that section, 
where early picking brings the 
growers good prices for their 
table grapes. 

Mr. Coy does not expect to 
return until late this week. A 
number of important agricul- 
tural law changes are expected.

As a convenience in handling 
the two devices the exchange is 
sponsoring, the electrical machine 
is to be known as the “extractor” 
and the glass implement as the 
“reamer.” Between the two, which 
will be impartially advertised in 
all the exchange’s far-flung pub- 
licity, -the world should easily be 
led into the habit of drinking its 
oranges instead of mussing up its 
face by eating them. 

It is an interesting fact that the 
climate of Southern California is 
peculiarly favorable for the manu- 
fagture of glassware, the uniform 
temperature permitting the em- 
ployes to work in comfort and at 
maximum. efficiency throughout 
the year. The hot and humid clim- 
ate of the east, in conjunction 
with the heat of the furnaces, 
ptactically compels .a shutdown 
during the summer months. An- 
other interesting phase of the mat- 
ter is the fact that, because of low 
water rates via the Panama Canal, 
glassware can be shipped to At- 
lantic Coast points from Los An- 
geles as cheaply as from Pitts- 
burgh, the farthest eastern point 
at which glass is manufactured. 
Orders from any and all parts of 
the world for the new reamers will 
be supplied by the local factory. 

Will Add to Fruit Uses 

Until eight years ago all citrus 

fruit reamers went to market pack- 
ef. in barrels. The first Sunkist 
reamers were put in cartons, egg 
case fashion.. Each reamer had a 
compartment to itself and the 
cartons, containing three dozen 
eath, were large and flimsy and 
cUhsiderable breakage resulted.

CRYSTAL MESTS.— 
ABSOLUTE PROOF, NO: 














Crystal tests are absolute proof 
of frozen fruit, it was declared 
yesterday by a member of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, who during the past four 
years has directed between 35,000 
and 40,000 tests on frozen fruits, 
both eitrus and deciduous, during 
the course of a conference in Los 
Angeles with horticultural com- 
missioners from several Southern 
California counties and members 
of the state department of agri- 
culture. Horticultural Commis- 
sioner J. P. Coy of San Bernardino 
County, attended the conference. 

Fruit involved in the tests were 
frozen by artificial means while 
hanging on the trees. It was 
frozen at varying temperatures 
and the low temperatures were 
continued for different lengths of 
time. The condition of the fruit 
following the tests was studied. 
It was then shipped east and its 
condition upon arrival at the east- 
ern destination was studied. 

The tests disclosed that fruit 
showing crystal at this end shows 
drying at its shipping destination, 
convincing that crystal is absolute 
test that fruit has been frosted 
under such conditions as existed 
here during the recent cold spells. 

Any injury sufficient to break 
down the cells of an orange would 
show crystal. Overheating would 
cause crystal, but such conditions, 
of course, was not the case in 
the damage to fruit here. 

Mr. Coy said. that few of the 
horticultural commissioners pres- 
ent would attempt to estimate the 
possible loss in their districts as 
the result of the cold spell. All 
agreed that accurate estimates 
could be made at this time.

_ Looking to more concerted 
action in the matter, another 
special ‘‘smudge’’ meeting has 
been called by the Ontario 
Cahmber for this afternoon at 
3:30. This meeting will be at- 
tended by répresentatives of 
civic and commercial bodies in 
all the aforementioned towns 
as well as by members of the 
board of the Ontario booster 
body and leading citrus: men. 

Members of a committee, ap- 
pointed for the purpose at last 
week’s meeting, numbering A. 
T. Hamilton, B. F. Webber, E. 
R. Alter, John T. Maffett and 
William P. Arden, have an- 
nounced that they are prepar- 
ed to report the results of their 
experiments with various types 
of orchard heaters with Floyd 
Yonug, observer for the United 
States Department of Agricul- 
ture Weather Burean in this 
district. They are expected to 
make a recommendation’ that 
old-style pots, now in’ use in 
the citrus districts, which 
throw off great volumes of 
oily soot and smoke, be  re- 
placed by heaters of a com- 
paratively smokeless variety 
and leaders in the fight against 
smudge feel that they have 
made real progress.
